Public Works 

• Projects:  

o A new traffic signal system at Wurzbach and Exchange Parkway will be constructed by SAECO 

Electric and Utility.  We expect to issue a Notice to Proceed this week. Start date will be 

communicated to the Police and the public.       

o Cades Cove will receive new water and sewer mains, to be constructed by Gilbert’s Utility and 

Concrete, Inc. The Notice to Proceed was issued and construction is underway.   
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o Year 1 street maintenance plans have been prepared. Once the advertising is complete, staff will 

review the proposals and take this to Council for award.    

o The Evers Road bridge project is back underway with vigor. The contractor expects to receive 

asphalt this week to start the roadway construction. They hope to have the bridge opened to 

through traffic by early August. As usual, the end date is weather dependent. 

o The Huebner at Evers traffic signal project is 100% complete.  The contractor and staff will be 

performing a walk through on Tuesday to turn the signal system over to the City. The new 

system will have VIVDS cameras to detect when the signals need to change and the new 

pedestrian push buttons will “talk”. 

o Construction on the Forest Oaks pool deck is almost complete. The new pebble finished deck has 

been poured and we expect this project to be completed this week. The Public Works Crew will 

install a railing along the deck. 

o Waiting on the final Project Management Plan agreement from the United States Corp of 

Engineers for the Continuing Authorities Project (CAP) feasibility study of Huebner Creek to 

control flooding and repair bank erosion. Also waiting to receive the finalized agreement with 

the San Antonio River Authority.  

o The subcontractor for the LC-17 project is continuing construction on the drainage way behind 

the residents in the 5900 block of El Verde and will start on the box culverts under El Verde at 

the Fire Station.  

o We will be trenching Forest View for Oak Wilt prevention this week. Affected residents are 

being notified of the trenching. Residents are encouraged to investigate injecting their Oak trees 

with a fungicide to prevent Oak Wilt. 

o The private water wells on Samaritan and Grass Hill Drive are in the process of being plugged 

and capped. The project should be completed by September. 

o Will be taking a request from SAWS for the granting of additional recycled water and sewer 

main easements to City Council on 8/7/18. The new Evers Road bridge is in the way of their W-

2 Huebner Creek main replacement project. 

o Will be taking a request for a lease agreement with VIA to use a portion of City property to 

install NextGen bus shelters at the library and park to the City Council on 8/7/18.  

o Once the Developer’s Agreement is signed, staff and a contractor will install a new sewer main 

at 7520 Huebner Road to service the vacant lots fronting Huebner Road. 

o Received the report on the John Marshall elevated water tank and the tank needs to be 

rehabilitated, but not replaced! This item will be placed in the Capital Plan.  

o Working on Operations Manual for Public Works. The new Strategic Plan is almost complete. 

o Revising Water and Sewer Operations Manual. Also working on a Vulnerability Assessment 

(VA) document.

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o The Leon Valley Police Department (Lead by Chief Salvaggio) lead more than 200 volunteers in 

the 21st Annual 100 Club Spaghetti Dinner fundraiser. The team served more than 6600 dinners 

over a two-day period, raising more than $150,000 for the children of slain police officers and 

firefighters.  

 

Fire Department 

• Keep Cool Fan Drive  – The fan drive continues! Please keep dropping those box fans coming, they are 

really helping keep citizens safe and cool this summer. To date, we have distributed 22 box fans in the 

community, all to reduce the threat of heat emergencies.   

• Alex O’Rourke retires – Congratulations to Engineer Alex O’Rourke on his retirement from the City 

of Leon Valley! Alex has served the City of Leon Valley for 23 years and is retiring at the rank of 

Engineer.  

• More CERT Training – Assistant Fire Chief Blake Wade has worked to coordinate another 

Community Emergency Response Team (CERT) training course at the fire station through the month of 

August. Classes are scheduled every Monday in August at the fire station from 6PM to 10PM. The 

intention of the CERT training course is to build and enable a team of citizens in Leon Valley that can 

work to support emergency services in the event of a disaster. Please fill out and share the application 

attached.  

• Fleet Status – The department continues to work through the repair of one ambulance that was involved 

in an accident. The departments Aerial Platform experienced a failure during an inspection, which 

caused the basket to fall into the truck. The estimates for repairs are being gathered and a plan to repair 

them is being addressed.  

• Fire Recovery USA – The department has a Fire Recovery USA incident recovery collection of 

$11,800 to date. The intention of the recovery service is to support the needs in fire department 

responses to vehicle accidents.  

• ASPP recovery 2017 – The fire department was notified that this years recovery of funding from the 

Ambulance Supplemental Payment Program (ASPP) is $58,000. This funding is lower than last year, 

however still a recovery of funding that is otherwise lost. Leon Valley is one of the few agencies in the 

state of Texas to recover this funding, and this is the fourth year of that recovery.

• Zoning Code Revisions 

o Staff and the Zoning Commission will resume discussing revisions to the City’s zoning code at 

the July meeting.  Discussions were put on hold for the month of July due to workload and 

staffing within the Community Development Department, which affected research and 

development of new draft regulations for discussion.  The Zoning Commission will be holding 

special meetings on the second Tuesday of the month for Zoning Code revisions.

• Zoning Cases 

o The next Zoning Commission meeting is scheduled for August 14, 2018 at 6:30 pm. 

o The Department has an open Zone Change and Specific Use Permit request for 7317 Huebner 

Road to facilitate the expansion of the St. John’s Baptist Church.  The request is scheduled for 

consideration at the August 28th Zoning Commission meeting.  The applications were previously 

on-hold due to an associated request for a variance from the code requirement to submit a traffic 

impact analysis with these requests.  That variance request was granted, so the zoning requested 

may now be scheduled for Zoning Commission and City Council consideration. 

o The Zoning Commission will discuss and consider an intermediary revision to the Zoning Code 
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addressing Martial Arts and Yoga Studios.   The City has received an influx in requests for 

Certificates of Occupancy for these uses and the City’s Zoning Code does not have Martial Arts 

defined as an allowed use anywhere in the City.  The City has historically considered Martial 

Arts as a Fine Art, but Fine Arts is too general. 

• Board of Adjustment  

o The next Board of Adjustment meeting is tentatively scheduled for Thursday, August 30th, 2018.  

o Based on recent meetings, Staff is anticipating the submittal of two variance applications: 

▪ Variance to the distance requirements between Non-Chartered Financial Institutions. 

▪ Variance to the requirements of the Sustainability Overlay District prohibiting Pole 

Signage on Bandera Road and the expansions 

• Plats 

o Staff has an open replat request by Huebner Dirt Investments Ltd. for 2.418 acres located on 

Huebner Road. The replat would potentially create 3 lots. The land is undeveloped and is 

currently zoned B-1 and B-2.  The applicant plans to request a rezoning of the property and has 

postponed his plat application until that time.  An SUP will also be required for new commercial 

development on the site because it is adjacent to residential zoning. 

o Staff is anticipating the submittal of a replat request for the easement located just west of the 

termination of Huebner Road, in the Old Mill Subdivision.  The owner of the easement is hoping 

to replat the easement as public right of way to provide access to the 18 acre tract to the west, so 

it can be developed for single-family residential lots.   

o Staff is anticipating is also anticipating the submittal of an Amending Plat for the property 

currently developed as the Leon Valley Storage. An amending plat is necessary to reconfigure 

existing lots to allow for new buildings on the property.  

• City Council 

o The City Council is scheduled to consider the following items at their August 7th meeting:  

▪ Master Sign Plan request submitted by Keller Sign Company for HEB Marketplace 

▪ Amendment to Small Cell Node Installation permitting requirements 

▪ Specific Use Permit for Motorcycle repair at 5405 Bandera Road 

▪ Creation of a limited duration Sign Code Update Advisory Committee 

• Hike and Bike Trail Committee 

o There is not Hike and Bike committee meeting scheduled for the month of August.  Meetings are 

tentatively scheduled to resume in September. 

• Permitting And Records 

o It was a busy month for permitting! The majority of permits issued were building permits. 

▪ 63 walk-in customers were served from July 12, 2018 to August 1, 2018 

▪ 102 permits were processed or are in progress 

▪ 14 Certificates of Occupancy were issued 

▪ 11 commercial building permits (new construction, additions, and renovations) were 

issued – twice as much as past months 

• Development Meetings/Correspondence 

o Staff will be meeting with the owners of the 18 acre tract located west of the Old Mill 

Subdivision, generally located at the western termination of Huebner Road at the western edge of 

the City’s boundary.  The developers want to replat an easement into right-of-way to provide 

public access to the tract so it can be developed.  Items for discussion will be the International 

Fire Code requirement that the subdivision have two points of ingress-egress. 

o City of Leon Valley Staff and elected officials met with a multidisciplinary team, including San 

Antonio City Staff and elected officials, and TxDOT representatives, to discuss the planning and 

design process for addressing current congestion and the future issues with Bandera Road.  This 

meeting was preliminary, to what is anticipated to be a larger community-oriented process.    

o Staff received a 5th submittal for the new office development proposed at the NW corner of 

Wurzbach Road and Watercress.  The project is in its 5th submittal due to on-going lack of 
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compliance with the City’s Sustainability Overlay District requirements.  

o Staff received a 3rd submittal for the We Care Shopping Center development at 7228 Bandera 

Road.  Staff anticipates releasing that building permit within the next week.  

o Staff issued a building permit for an interior renovation for a portion of the School of Science 

and Technology building at the northeast corner of Bandera Road and 410. Due to the 

improvements, the requirements of the Sustainability Overlay District (SO) were triggered, 

which required a portion of the project having to comply with the (SO) requirements.  This 

resulted in a number of new trees that will be planted within new landscape islands within their 

existing parking lot, which will enhance that property, and fulfill the intent of the Overlay 

Districts.   

o Staff received building permit for the new LA Fitness center proposed in the HEB Market Place 

Shopping Center.  The project will consist of several phases which will include the demolition of 

the portion of the building that was previously occupied by Old Navy and will also include 

improvements to the entire shopping center to comply with the commercial/industrial overlay 

district requirements.  Staff is currently reviewing this submittal and anticipates issuance of a 

building permit within the next month. 

• Community Development Department & Development Process 

o The Community Development Departments new Assistant Planning and Zoning Director, Xavier 

Antu started work with the City on Monday, July 30th, 2018.  As the Community Development 

consists of four primary divisions:  Permitting & Inspections, Compliance, Zoning, and Long-

Range Planning; Xavier will be managing Permitting & Inspections and Compliance.  

o With a full Staff now, the Department anticipates completing the overall development review 

process by the end of the year, which will include: 

▪ The implementation of digital permitting software 

▪ The introduction of “Package Permits” which will consolidate all permits associated with 

a single project, into one consolidated “global” review process 

▪ The assignment of a permit liaison for all building permits, to help guide the City’s 

customers through the permitting process 

▪ The updating of all permit applications to include checklists for applicants and Staff 

▪ Creation of procedures for requesting inspections for all projects, with specific 

procedures for larger scale projects such as mixed-use and mulit-family projects 

▪ Creation of a deadline schedule to assist customers in project planning
